(u.s.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, 
Trustees of Public Library, Constables, Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark and Survey- 
ors of Lumber, Health Officers, Fence Viewers, and all 
other necessary town officers and agents for the ensuing year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for paying the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, 
for the support and maintenance of the Public Library, 
and for other necessary charges arising in said town. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $25 for Memorial Day purposes. 

4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and 
Board of Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of 
the Auditors, Agents, Committees, or other officers hereto- 
fore chosen or appointed, and to pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men of said town (or a committee duly appointed at said 
meeting) to contract with the Exeter & Hampton Light 
Co., or some other company for electricity to light the 
streets of said town, agreeable to section four, chapter 40, 
public statutes, and make the necessary appropriation for 
the same. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to establish electric lights in the town hall 
and public library of said town. : 

8. To see if the town will vote to drain, grade and 
improve the highway at the four corners at Newton Junction 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

9. To see if.the town will vote to change the present 
library system to a circulating system, in order to serve 
equally all parts of the town, and to see if the town will 
appropriate the money necessary to provide the circulat- 
ing system. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise money for 
the extermination of gypsy and brown tail moths. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise extra high- 
way money to receive state aid. 

To transact any other business that may legally come 
_ before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD © 


To the Citizens of Newton: 

The School Board respectfully invites your attention 
to the following report. 

The pupils of the Junction school have been swell 
taught by Miss Alma Nichols. This is a large school of 
six grades and not an easy one to handle. 

- The school at Rowe’s Corner has shown a marked 
improvement under Miss Tuttle’s teaching, but the regular 
school work has been broken into by epidemics of chicken- 
pox and tonsilitis. 

Miss Davis is doing good work at the Center primary 
school where her training school methods have proved 
particularly successful with the younger pupils. 

We have been fortunate in retaining Miss Dame for 
another year at the Grammar school. 

Medical inspection has done much in Massachusetts 
to improve the health of the school children. Our school 
work has been seriously broken into year after year by 
epidemics of children’s diseases and we urge that the State 
Medical Inspection act be adopted by our Town in order 
to improve our school conditions. 

The State aid which we receive is conditional upon 
good average attendance at school. There have been 
a large number of cases of tardiness and absence during 
the past year and we request that parents co-operate with 
us a little better in securing high average attendance. 

The furnace at the Center has required considerable 
repairing and still fails to heat the school rooms satis- 
factorily. We believe that it would be economy to pur- 
chase a new and larger furnace. 

As we have church bells in all three villages, we are 
trying to arrange a No-School signal which will be announc- 
ed to the children at an early date.
